“Temple” Is Established. 

The will provided that a large sum 
was to be given to Kidd-Byrne for the 
purpose of establishing in Chicago or 
Toronto the “Star Temple of Hope.” 
Aside from the fund for the church 
Kidd-Byrne was left a substantial fur- 


tune for his personal use. 

“Tt ig my will that this donation 
to Mr. Kidd is given by me as a 
gratification gift for reclaiming my 
daughter, Lucy Byrne, after 12 years 
of a life of shame,” the provision of 
the will reads. 

Kidd-Byrne acquired the p! 
nated name through another provision 
of the will which specified that the 
evangelist assume the uame of his 
benefactor and made reference to his 
legal adoption as a son of W'lliam 
George Byrne. 

Buried Abroad. 


After the death of Lucy Byrne, the 
family carried the body to Australia 
for burial, Kidd-Byrne declares, and 
the father died en route. The mother 
and the only son were drowned after 
their return, he says, going down with 
the Empress of Ireland in a steam- 
ship collision with the Storstadt on 
the St. Lawrence river in 1914. 

Judge B. B. Johnson on June 15, 
1921, after Kidd-Byrne certified he 
had sought every portion of the world 
for heirs, declared all heirs legally 
dead with the exception of MKidd- 
Byrne. Under the law more time had 
to elapse before the evangelist could 
seek to have himself declared sole 
heir and executor. The time limit 
was definitely set for May 15. 1926, 
for American heirs and July 15 for 
foreign claimants.

Body of Fireman Is 
Sought: at River Bank 
Amid Debris of Moun- 
tain Crash. age oe 


Canton, Ga., July 15.—(Special.)— 
R. E. D’Armond, engineer of Etowah 
Tenn., was killed instantly, the body 
of W. E. 
son, Ga., is believed beneath a mass 
of twisted wreckage and a score of 
passengers miraculously escaped death 
as a result of the derailment of pas- 
senger train No. 4, of the Louisville 
and Nashville Railway shortly after 
10 o’clock today on a mountain fou: 
miles north of here. : 


the wreck late tonight that the body 
of Wylie had been located under the 
debris, and was within four feet of the 
water’s edge, but that it had not been 
extricated. 

As the engine left the rails cou- 
plings connecting the two rear coaches 
snapped and this is believed to have 
saved the lives of the passengers. The 
locomotive and baggage car plunged 
50 feet, smashing three huge trees 
on the bank of the Etowah river, 
stopping at the the water's edge. A 
mail clerk. J.T. Coker, of College 
Park, was in the baggage car and 
escaped with a few bruises about the 
chest. 

After the crash a dozen or more 
passengers ran to aid D’Armond; who 
was, still sitting at his post—dead. 
His hand was near the throttle and 
his body mangled. A vain search was 
made for Wylie and latér the river 
was dragged. 

As the locomotive rounded the sharp 


curve, it is belieyed one of its wheels 
broke and the same agency so pow- 
erful on tracks hurtled it to destruc- 
tion. The baggage car fell atop the 
engine, which is believed to have 
overturned twice. Traffic ‘en the 
line was held up all day and it was 
late in the afternoon before the wreck- 


ing crew arrived. 

As the engine left the tracks about 
100 feet or more of rails were torn 
away and as it overturied much 
earth was displaced and beneath this 
ix the body of Wylie. Until heavy 
cranes lift up the locomotive, ‘the 
body cannot be recovered, it is. said. 
Railway. officials feel certain that 
Wylie is dead for nothing has been 
heard of him since. the derailment.

Macon, Ga., July 15.—(4)—Sheriff’s 
deputies after three days of investi- 
gation of the double murder on the 
Camp Wheeler road on Saturday 
night, in which Miss Hilda Smith, 
20, and B. W. Wilson, 21, were the 
victims, have not, yet formally pre~ 
ferred a charge of murder against any 
one. 

Five white men are in jail in con- 
nection with the case and the deputies 
said tonight that a chain of evidence 
is being woven around one of the 
men as the actual slayer, while they 
believed that one of the others was 
an accessory. 

Conflicting stories have been told 
by the men under arrest, it was stated, 
and in checking up, admissions have 
been made by at least two of them 
that their first statements to the 
deputies were incorrect. 

A shotgun, 16-gauge, same_ size 
as was used by the slayer of the 
couple, was found in the home of A. 
B. Bond, alias Barnes, one of the 
five men under arrest, sheriff's depu- 
ties today declared. 

The scene of the double murder, 
sheriff’s deputie¢ have ascertained, 
was a liquor transfer point, used by 
moonshiners and whisky runners. 
Therefore, they have centered their 
investigation around men known to 
have been in the illicit liquor traffic 
and who were known to have been 
near the scene at the time the kill- 
ing 1s supposed to have occurred. 

Jealousy may not enter into the 
case at all, it was stated, and the ac- 
tual slayer may not have known who 
was in the automobile when he open- 
ed fire. But the fact that the bodies 
were hauled from the scene, carried 
across the road a distance of half a 
mile into the swamps, both being 
thrown from the car, probably was 
intended to convey the impression that 
jealousy caused the act, in the opin- 
ion of officers.

A PERENNIAL NUISANCE. 

The Atlanta school board is con- 
fronted again with.the perennial an4 
expensive movement to change text- 
books. This time it is understood 
the attack is made on an old and 
honored history dealing with the 
early ‘ancient life and times in Eu- 
rope. It is proposed to substitute 
her history dealing with modern 
Edropean history. Perhaps both 
should be used, but history students 
assuredly should be taught ancient 
as well as modern history, for an- 
cient history forms the basis for a 
correct understanding of modern 
history. 

Tie selection of textbooks is a sa- 
cred and important matter. It should 
be met with intellectual fitness as 
well as with a broadness of vision 
and purpose that appears entirely 
absent in the present movement. 
Can the book committee of the 
school board, or the board itself, 
qualify by training and education 
and teaching experience, a$ capable 
of changing textbooks to the ad- 
vantage of the particular course of 
study in question? 

If any change is to be made at 
any time a competent board of 
teachers who are specialists in the 
course involved should survey the 
situation and at least recommend 
the changes. Where changes are 
not essential or mecessary they 
should be avoided on account of the 
enormous expenses involved. 

The Atlanta school board has} 
been involved in internal and petty 
politics to a most destructive ex- 
tent. It lost much of its useful- 
ness by reason of petty political 
factionalism, and the citizens of 
Atlanta, who are the parents of 
50,000 school children, had hoped 
that better judgment and saner 
heads had a grasp upon the whole 
school board situation. It hopes so 
today. 

It is hoped that the proposal to 
change the course of study and to 
throw out of the schools an old 
textbook that has been taught for 
more than five years will have more 
to commend it than the pretext 
upon which the attack is based. . If 
not it should meet the vigorous and 
emphatic veto of the better and 
broader thinking majority of the 
board. 

The school system is maintained 
by taxation. It costs thousands of 
dollars to change textbooks. It 
costs the parents in addition to the 
school taxes. It is economically 
unsound unless there is some good 
reason—better reason certainly than 
appears in the present movement 
to fasten this new proposed bur- 
den upon the Atlanta parents. 


STANDARDIZING COTTON. 


An international conference for 
the establishment of a system of 
universal cotton standards is a step 
in the right direction. Secretary 
Jardine, of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, is to be 
commended for his activity in the 
matter. Jt is hoped it will be at- 
tended by representatives, with au- 
thority to’ act, from every cotton 
exchange and distributing organiza- 
tion in the world. | 

The standardization of grades 
that applies alike to all cotton-con- 
suming countries ought to have 
been accomplished long ago. By 
reason of a lack of this international 
Standgrdizztion cotton marketing in 
the general export trade has been 
most confusing, and frequently with 
heavy and entirely unnecessary 
losses to growers on account of in- 
comparable quotations. 

Not only should grades be uni- 
versally standardized, but there 
should be a system of standardizing 
the staple. That is to say, there 
are certain definite mill demands 
for a one-inch staple, other demands 
for an even larger staple, while 
there are equally as heavy mill de- 
mands, by the growth of new in- 
dustries in which short staple cot- 
ton is used, for less than inch 
staples. There is no longer any 
real commercial .reason for penal- 
izing a very short staple cotton. 
And certainly there is no good rea- 
son for penalizing a standard staple, 
or-a long staple, by tossing several 
lengths into a common selling pool 
and basing the quotation upon the 
shorter staple. : :

Even canned tomato, when the 
fresh raw tomato is not obtainable, 


tically as well as mge juice as a 
means of providing this essential tood 
factor in the diet of an infant. But 
one precaution must be taken, when 
tomato juice is relied on to furnish 
vitamin C, and that is .o use raw 
tomafo, not cooked tomato, which has 
ripened in the sun, and if only canned, 
tomato is a then it is nec: :- 
sary to use only factory canned to- 
mato for this purpose. Ordinary home 
canning destroys most of the vitamin 
C in any fresh fruit or vegetable. 

In the canning process employed 
in the factory, the tomato or other 
fruit or vegetable, as fresh as it can 
be had from field or orchard, is cook- 
ed in a hermetically sealed tin or can 
sc that air or oxygen is excluded and 
the cooking is practically done in the 
vacuum. This prevents oxidation and 
it is oxidation which destroys the 
vitamin. In ordinary home canning 
the fruit or vegetable is cooked with 
more or less exposure to the air and 
this permits oxidation, so that home 
canned fruit or vegetables, although 
most desirable and wholesome in every 
other way, cannot be relied on as a 
sou of this essential scurvy pre- 
venting vitamin in the diet. 

The leafy relishes on salad vege- 
tables are valuable sources of the vita- 
min C. Raw spinach ig as rich if not 
richer than orange juice or tomato 
juige in vitamin C, and after canning 
(vacuum of factory process) it is still 
equal in this respect to raw tomato 
and second only to raw orange juice. 

Raw cabbage or cabbage cooked 
only a few minutes and immediately 
after harvesting, is valuable as a 
source of vitamin C. Factory canned 
cabbage is well supplied with this 
scurvy preventive. 

Apples are-rich in vitamin C and 
apple juice may well serve in infant 
feeding when orange or tomato juice ia 
not available. Apples canned in fac- 
tory preserves their vitamin C as well 
or rather better than apples kept ia 
cold storage or in the cellar. 

The most recent evidence is that 
canned fruits and vegetables do not 
deteriorate in their content of vita- 
min © even after many months, per- 
haps years, provided they were canned 
when freshly harvested and by the 
vacuum or factory method. 

There is a little scientific trick 
which the housewife may employ io 
her canning, to conserve the vitamin 
value of fruit or vegetables. It is 
thus described in the little book o2 
“Food, Nutrition and Health” recent- 
ly published by Professor E. V. Mc- 
Collum, pf Johns Hopkins. 

The materials are prepared for can- 
ning as soon as they come from the 
garden, but are first immersed ia 
slight] ysalted water for a few hours. 
The juices of fruits and vegetables 
contai1 considerable dissolved oxy- 
gen, and this is used up while they 
are in the water, which shuts off the 
air, and so oxidation of the vitamin 
during subsequent heating is pre- 
vented. 


FORTUNE IN GEMS 
“FOUND IN COAT. . 
OF POISON VICTIM 


Nashville, Tenn., July 15.—(?)—A 
fortune in unmounted diamonds and 
other gems found in the coat ket 
of Elias Miller, former engraver of a 
local jewelry concern, who was ar- 
rested last week on a charge of smug- 
gling diamonds into the country, and 
who died at his work bench Sunday; 
apparently from poison, was todny 
turned over to the police by R. G. 
Glover, employee of a restaurant 
where Miller's coat and hat were lo- 
cated after his death.

create, | 

Christensen Is Head. 


Secretary Jardine has appointed 
Christensen head of the “new” di- 
vision of cooperative marketing, al- 
though all that has really taken place 
has been a change of name for an 
established government agency and a 
fatter appropriation. Since its estab- 
lishment the cooperative marketing di- 
vision of the agricultural department 
has received about $30,000 a year. 
For the year beginning July 1 it was 
allotted $50,000 in the 1927 budget, 
and/ now, in addition, it gets $150,000 
from the new bill, making a total 
of $200,000. 

Officials declare that the growth 
of the cooperative marketing move- 
ment in the United States during the 
last five years has far outstripped 
the government machinery concerned 
‘with that activity. There are now 
nbout 12,000 cooperatives in the coun- 
try. The enlarged funds at the com- 
mand of the division, it was explained, 
will enable it to expand its force 
sufficiently to employ experts who 
can keep. in touch with the activities 
of each class of cooperatives and aid 
|} them in the solution of their various 
problems, Studies of price trends anid 
market conditions for various farm 
products are also to be expanded. 

But officials declare that it will 
not be possible to expand the division 
very rapidly. It may not use up all 
of its available funds for this year. 
It takes time, officials explained, to 
employ the proper experts and set up 
the desired contacts with the differ- 
ent classes of farm production. Results 
from the increased appropriations may 
not be seen for a year. 

May Assist Farmers. 

This situation apparently will block 
an effort by tLz administration to point 
with pride to its cooperative market- 
ing bill during the fall campaigns. 
Whatever help the farmers may have 
had from the cooperative work of the 
agriculture department by election time 
will have come from the organization 
which has been at work for thirteen 
years, and not from the only farm 
program President Coolidge and con- 
gress agree upon. 

Nevertheless, as time goes on offi- 
cials expect the expanded activities of 
the government in connection with 
cooperative marketing to be of real as- 
sistance fo agriculture. According to 
Christensen, there has been a heavy 
demand on the department during the 
past year for information regarding 
the experiences of successful coopera- 
tive organizations- for instruction in 
the tested principles of cooperatives 
and for guidance in meeting member- 
ship, business and legal problems. | 

“The value of farm products,” said 
Christensen, “sold through cooperative 
associations during 1924 was _ prac- 
tically four times as great as in 1915. 
New problems in cooperation are aris- 
ing, and questions of rural finance, in- 
surance, production programs, trans- 
portation and distribution are influ- 
enced by activities of the farmers’ 
marketing and purchasing associa- 
tions. The future of the movement de- 
pends. on the successful solution of 
econom.c problems rather than on the 
advocacy or adoption of special forms 
of organization, and on the education 
of members in the principles of coop- 
eratives.

Mr. Bennett’s statement follows: 

‘The atmosphere is clearing. While 
several additional banks closed their 
doors Thursday, the number is very 
much less than was anticipated. There 
are several encouraging signs. One 
bank which cloged yesterday wired 
this morning to disregard the notice, 
as it found that it was able to carry 
on its business. Another, reported 
as closed, advised that it had effected 
a consolidation with a neighbor bank. 
Several others which advised the de- 
partment that they would not be able 
to continue have assured us today 
that they would be able to do go. 


*  <KReceivers Appointed. 


“The appointment by Judge Sibley, 
of the United States court,,of former 
Governor Hugi® M. Dorsey and J. K. 
Ottley, of the Fourth National bank. 
Atlanta, as receivers of the Bankers’ 
Trust company bas added confidence 
to the situation. The appointment of 
these receivers assures a careful and

“Practically all of the banks which 
have suspended in the last few days 
were convected with the Bankers’ 
and the failure of

that there is nothing wrong with 
Georgta or her financial institutions.

New Agreement 
ForMuscleShoals 
Power Is Signed 


Washington, July 15.—(/)—An 
agreement under which the Alabama 
Power company will immediately re- 
view its purchase of hydroelectrie 
power generated at the Wilson dam, 
Muscle Shoals, Ala., was signed to- 
night by representatives of the ccm- 
pany here and army engineers. : 

Under the new arrangement, which 
is effective at midnight tonight, and 
extends until December 6, when con- 
gress will reconvene, the power com- 
rany will pay a slightly increased 
rate for the Wilson dam power. 

The agreement is described as mit 
tually advantageous to the purchaser 


and government interests. 

It was worked out in conferences | 
which have been in progress bet ween | 
the engineers and power company rep- 
resentatives since the company recent- 
ly refused to continue taking power 
generated by the dam units under the 
scheme recommended by Major Max 
Tyler, engineer officer in charge of 
Muscle Shoals. Major Tyler's plan was 
declared impracticable by the power 
company operators, not only because 
it imposed increased rates, but com- 
pelled the power compaby manage- 
ment to operate the steam power plant 
in conjunction with the hydroelectric 
plant regardless of certain. economic 
factors. 

The power company officials are 
said to be well satisfied with the new 
contract. They pointed out that the 
previous arrangement ran on a day- 
to-day basis only and was ‘subject to 
cancellation at any time, whereas 
the new agreement assures them of a 
continuous product from the dam until 
congress reconyenes and again takes 
up the question of disposing of the 
Muscle Shoals properties.

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New York, July 15.—(#)—Stock 
prices worked lower on a uced vol- 
ume of trading today. e sell- 
ing movement, which got under way 
soon after the opening, was checked 
temporarily by a reduction in the call 
money rate after midday to the lowest 
level in three weeks, but it was re- 
sumed in the late trading, despite az- 
gressive bullish operations in a se- 
lected list of industrial and railroad 
stocks. Total sales were 1.572,700 
shares, compared with 1,834,400 yes- 
terday. 

The reaction was accompanied by 
rumors of an increase after the close 
in the 3 1-2 per cent rediscount rate 
of the New York Federal Reserve 
bank, which proved to be unfounded 
In many quarters, however, the riew 
persisted that the decline was a natu- 
tal correction of a temporarily over- 
bought position resulting from the 
recent rapid advance in many stocks. 
The few earnings statements, which 
were made public during the day. 
were favorable, particularly that of 
the Phillips Petroleum company show- 
ing net earnings for the first six 
months in excess of $14,000,000, an 
increase of over 33 per cent compared 
with the same period last year. Es- 
tablishment of another new low rec- 
ord by French francs is not believed 
to have had any influence on_ the 
quoted values of domestic securities. 

Practically all the standard indus- 
trials lost ground. U. S. Steel com- 
mon closed 7-8 lower at 140 7-8 after 
having crossed 142. General Motors 
dropped from 160 to 157 5-8 and then 
rallied to 158 1-2, off 1 1-4 net. Net 
declines of 2 points or more were 
recorded by about a score of issues, 
including American Ice, Gemgeral Ice 
General Electric, G. R. Kinney, La- 
Gas, Pierce-Arrow _ preferred, 
Remington ‘Typewriter, Texas Guif 
Sulphur and United Drug. | :

The New York 
stock exchange reported that heavy 
offerings. as compared with even 
smaller borrowings than Wednesday, 
brought about a reduction in the rate. 
There was a plentiful supply at the 
close. Time money and commercial 
paper rates were unchanged. 

oreign exchanges were again ir- 
regular. A further stiffening in ster- 
ling exchange sent the demand rate 
to just helow $4.86, but French 
francs broke about 10 points to 2.43 
cents, a new low, and Italian lire 
ruled slightly lower around 3 3-8 
cents. Belgian francs held steady, 
with speculative selling checked by 
the government's decision to grant. the 
king full power in measures to stab 
ilize the currency. Recent heaviness 
of Chinese exchange is said to have 
been inspired by speculative. selling, 
based on the fear that the forthcom- 
ing report of the British commissien 
appointed to investigate India’s cur- 
rency, would recommend placing the 
rupee on a gold basis.

Anti-Saloon 


Head Charged 
With Contempt 


Indianapolis, Ind. July 15.—(A)— | 
Another legal milestone in Indiana's 
famous contempt case was passed to- 
day when five of six members of a 
committee of lawyers appointed by 
the state supreme court submitted an 
opinion holding that E. 8S. Shumaker, 
superintendent of the Indiana Anti- 
Saloon league, committed contempt 
of court in his annual report to the 
league trustees last January. 

The contempt. proceedings were in- 
stituted by Attorney General Arthur 
L. Gilliom last March against Shu- 
maker and EK. A. Miles and Jesse E. 
Martin, league attorneys, charging 
that the league’s annual report on 
the work of the league and reviewing 
liquor appeals by the supreme court 
were contemptuous and misleading. 

The majority opinion of the 
lawyers committee held that the ar- 
ticles in the annual report of the 
league were contemptuous in nature 
but found that the two league attor- 
neys had purged themselves of con- 
fempt by their actions since the fil- 
ing of the charges. 

C. C. Shirley, of Indianapolis, who 
filed the dissenting opinion, held that 
Shumaker was not guilty and should 
be discharged. He concurred with 
the majority opinion that Miles and 
Martin should be discharged. 

The committee’s majority opinion 


does not mean that Shumaker must 
be found,guilty by the supreme court. 
It is poSsible for the court to act 
contrary to the course recommended. 

The majority report said the falsity 
of statements made in Shumaker’s 
annual report concerning decisions of 
the supreme court could not be de- 
nied by Shumaker. The falsity, the 
majority opinion held, was apparent. 
It held that Shumaker had gone be- 
yond his constitutional privileges in 
making the statements contained in 
the league report. This report had 
been read to the league members. cir- 
culated in pamphlet form and later 
published in the American Issue. an 
Ohio. prohibition newspaper. of which 
the league superintendent is Indiana 
editor.

Missoula, Mont., July 


With no relief from rain or cooler 


weather in sight, forestry officials to- 
day deelared the fire situation in 
Montana and northern Idaho the 
worst in seven years. 

Other fires are burning in the 
forests of northern California, Oregon. 


Washington and _ British Columbia 
and today blaze was reported in 
the Santa Monica mountains of 
southern California. 

Daily electrical storms are setting 
new fires while high winds which 
spring up each afternoon are fanning 
the blazes to huge proportions. 

The Kootenai. Kaniksu, Blackfeet, 
Pend O’Reille, Couer d’Alene and St. 
Joe forests are giving off great clouds 
of smoke from the hundreds of acat- 
tered fires in the dry timber. Tourists 
have been pressed into service to fight 
the flames in the Kaniksu preserve. 

Crews fighting the Hay creek fire 
west of Glacier park, again were 
forced to retreat when winds blew 
the flames across the trenches, This 
blaze was nearly 6.000 acres in ex- 
tent foday, and was spreading rapidly. 

Ninety men from the fourth United 
States infantry stationed at Fort 
Mfssoula, have been ordered to the 
scene, 

Five thousand acres have been 
burned over by the Independence creek 
fire on the Couer d’Alene forest 
which is moving up Devil’s creek.
